Doe deer hunts. Too much government land ownership. Di­ 
version of tourists to better-advertised Canada. Not enough 
public development for recreation, etc. 
Gunn said these things may have some influence, but 
he urged a look in other directions for the keys to bigger 
tourist business. 
Knowing the increased popularity of visitation of his­ 
toric and scenic sites, he said, it’s obvious that the Upper 
Peninsula has too few of its sites available to the public. 
"Many waterfalls cannot be found.” he said. “ A great many 
historic sites are not labeled and only a few outstanding a t ­ 
tractions have been developed.

This sounds like a dark picture of 
U. 
P. tourism p r o s ­ 
pects but it comes in a summ ary of needs after a preface by 
Gunn in which he glowingly describes the Upper Peninsula’s 
resources for tourism. “ In addition to natural features of 
geology and climate.” he says “the Upper Peninsula is richly 
endowed with historical assets . . . It is within Mid miles of 
virtually one fourth of the U. S. population and now as easily 
and comfortably accessible by automobile as any place in tile 
United States.” 
This is not new. but it’s true. Tt is a reminder that the 
Upper Peninsula is not an area without opportunities, but 
that in the tourist business it hasn’t bothered much yet

cubic feet.

it is

wit 3.000 cubic feet or less. 
One reason for

is 
the 
stored heat 
in your home which 
comes from summer sunshine. As 
an attic fan operates by pulling 
in cool night air, it is also pull­ 
ing out this stored heat which is 
radiating from your walls

It takes more capacity 
to do this in the 
South than in

However, since fans 
are made in sizes ranging from 
22 to 48 inches in blade diameter, 
you can find one big enough to 
cool your home.
